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ABBATH  evening.  Feb. 
24,  lias  been  set  apart  by 
our  elmrch  consistory,  for 
a  missionary  meeting.  This 
meeting  will  take  the 
X^lace  of  the  regular 
preaching  services  for 
that  evening.  Short  ad- 
dresses will  be  made  by 
the  pastor,  members  of  the 
consistory,  and  other 
members  of  the  church. 
The  programme  will  also 
be  interspersed  with  singing,  Scripture 
reading,  and  prayer. 

The  special  objects  of  this  conference 
will  be,  first,  To  enlist  the  members 
of  Grace  Church  more  fully,  in  the 
cause  of  missions.  Second,  To  bring 
the  wants  of  our  Board  of  Home  Mis- 
sions before  our  people,  so  as  to  enable 
them  to  make  an  offering,  far  the  imme- 
diate use  of  the  Board. 

Both  of  these  objects  are  matters 
of  special  interest  to  Grace  Church. 
The  church  which  has  at  heart  the 
cause  of  missions,  and  general 
nevolence,  has  begotton  of  God 
right  spirit.  Many  churches, 
many  individuals,  too  oftentimes,  stand 
in  their  own  light.  The  philosophy  of 
giving  and  receiving  is  not  understood. 
It  takes  some  men  almost  a  lifetime,  to 
learn  the  secrets  of  a  successful  life. 
It  is  so  with  some  churches.  It  is  a 
long  time,  before  they  came  into  the 
light.  One  of  the  secrets  of  a  successful 
church,  lies  in  giving,  not  in  with- 
holding. Casting  thy  bread  upon  the 
waters  may  seem  like  a  vain  and  hopeless 
effort,  but  it  has  the  promise,  "For 
thou  shalt  find  it  after  many 
days."  Sowing,  then  comes  reaping, 
giving,  then  comes  receiving.  "With- 
holding, more  than  is  meet,  tendeth  to 
poverty."  Poverty  in  purse  and  in 
soul.  "The  liberal  shall  be  made  fat." 
Fat  in  grace  and  iu  substance.  In  the 
same  measure,  in  which  we  mete  out  to 
unto  God,  He  will  iu  return  give  unto 
us.  It  is  not  surprising,  that  some 
churches,  and  some  souls,  came  into  a 
condition  of.  poverty,  wanting  all  life 
and  inspiration.  The  blessings  of  hea- 
ven are  withheld  from  them.  The  Lord 
is  paying  them  back  in  their  own  coin. 
May  the  spirit  of  liberality  dwell  richly 
in  the  hearts  of  the  Pastor, and  members 
of  Grace  Church.    The  foremost  object 


of  our  missionary  conference  will  be  to 
nurture  within  our  hearts,  and  within 
our  church,  this  spirit  of  giving. 

The  second  object  of  this  meeting,  will 
be  to  afford  our  people  a  special  oppor- 
tunity, to  give  for  the  cause  of  Home 
Missions. 

Our  Board  of  Home  Missions,  is  iu 
pressing  need  of  help.  For  more  than 
a  year,  this  Board  has  been  very  seri- 
ously embarrassed,  in  its  work,  for  the 
want  of  funds.  The  Board  needs 
^2,000.00  for  immediate  use.  Special 
efforts  are  made,  throughout  the  Synod, 
to  secure  this  amount  by  the  1st  of 
April.  The  fault  of  a  depleted  treasury, 
does  not  lie  with  the  Board,  but  it 
lodges  itself  with  the  church  at  large. 
And  perhaps,  unfortunately,  iu  many 
instances  the  difficulty  lies  with  our 
pastors,  and  not  with  our  people.-  The 
wants  of  the  church  abroad,  are  not  pre- 
sented to  the  people  as  they  should  be. 
Sometimes  a  spirit  of  selfishness  creeps 
into  the  hearts  of  pastors,  as  well  as  into 
the  ksarts  <>£  our  orotrreli  members.  Y\  6 
are  solicitous  that  Grace  Church  may 
know  of  the  wants  of  our  Boards,  aud 
of  what  the  church  is  doiug  abroad. 
Some  of  the  church  >s  within  the  bounds 
of  our  synod,  have  already  responded 
to  this  call  of  the  board.  The  follow- 
ing are  some  of  the  responses.

•JI'tENNlES  are  small  things,  but  some 
Jk'  times  they  do  much  good,  es- 
pecially when  given  to  Jesus.  If  every 
boy  and  girl  would  save  the  pennies  their 
papas  and  mammas  give  them,  and  not 
spend  them  for  chewing  gum,  candy, 
and  such  things,  and  if  the  young  men 
would  take  care  of  the  money  they  spend 
for  tobacco,  cigars,  and  other  foolish 
things,  our  collections  in  the  Sunday 
school,  would  soon  amount  to  four  or 
five  dollars  every  Sunday.  Each  child 
should  give  a  penny,  or  more  every  Sun- 
day. Your  penny  in  Sunday 
school  or  given  to  Jesus,  does 
much  more  good  than  the  one,  you 
give  to  the  man,  or  woman,  who 
keeps  the  candy  stand.  I  advise  you  all 
to  save  your  money,  and  do  as  a  blind 
girl  I  once  read  of,  who  gathered  flow- 
ers and  sold  them,  to  get  money  to  take 
to  Sunday  school.  And  when  she  took 
her  money  there,  she  had  over  four  dol- 
lars. She  always  gave  more  than  a 
penny  for  Jesus.  If  we  give  a  penny 
every  Sunday,  it  makes  only  fifty-two 
cents  a  year.  We  had  ought  to  be  as 
liberal,  as  the  widow  who  gave  all  she 
had  to  Him,  our  beloved  Savior.  If 
your  papas,  or  mammas  have  no  small 
change,  or  you  lose  your  pennies,  so 
you  cannot  bring  tjhem  one  Sunday, 
bring  that  many  more  the  next,  so  as  to 
make  up  for  the  othe}.*'  Sunday. 


It  is  said,  "the  prayer-meeting  is  the 
life  of  the  church."  If  this  statement 
be  true,  the  life  of  some  churches  must 
center  within  the  hearts  of  a  faithful 
few.  And  how  many  of  our  church  ad- 
herents, then,  have  no  life  in  them  at 
all,  for  they  are  no  part  of  the  prayer- 
meeting,  neither  is  tlie  prayer-meeting 
any  part  of  them.

Woman  keeps  up  the 
church,  by  her  devotions,  and  her  zeal. 
But  she  does  yet  more.  Sweet,  noble, 
beauteous  woman.  She  keeps  up  also 
he  house.  She  is  the  life  and  love  of  it. 
She  keeps  the  roof  over  the  head  of 
many  a  truant  man,  world  worshiper. 
God  be  thanked  that  the  life 
of       the       church,        may     yet        rind 


a  dwelling  place,  within  the  hearts  of 
some,  so  pure  an  holy  a  place  as  the 
heart  of  a  consecrated  woman. 

If  the  prayer  meeting  is  the  life  of 
the  church  how  much  more  life  we 
might  have  iu  our  churches, if  the  entire 
membership  should  be  a  part  of  the 
prayer  meeting.

THE  WORTH  OF  A   GOOD  MOTHER. 


3t  is  as  strange  as  it  is  true,  that  a 
vast  number  of  young  people,  hav- 
ing good  mothers— excellent  Christian 
mothers — do  not  half  appreciate  the 
real  worth  of  them.  'Many  of  them  are 
verily  ashamed  to  confess  before  their 
ungodly  associates,  that  they  have  such 
mothers.  But  such  young  people 
ought  to  be  ashamed  of  them- 
selves for  manifesting  a  sense  of 
shame  because  of  the  fact  that  they  have 
mothers  who  are  thoroughly  sincere  and 
truly  devoted  Christians.  Many  a 
young  man  owes  his  conspicuous  suc- 
cess in  life  to  the  prayers  and  molding 
influence  of  his  godly  mother;  and  he 
ought  to  be  very  thankful  to  God  for 
such  a  mother,  and  prize  her  very 
highly.  A  certain  chaplain  related  this 
story  some  years  ago  : 

It  was  just  after  the  battle  of  Wil- 
liamsburg, where  hundreds  of  brave 
men  had  fallen,  never  to  bear  arms 
again,  that  a  soldier  came  to  my  tent, 
and  said,  "Chaplain,  one  of  our  own. 
boys  is  badly  wounded  and  wants  to  see 
you  right,  away.''  Hurriedly  following 
the  soldier,  I  was  taken  to  the  hospital, 
and  found,  on  a  bed,  a  fine-looking 
young  man,  pale  and  blood- 
stained from  a  wound  above 
the  temple.  I  saw  at  a  glance 
that  he  had  but  a  few  hours  longer  to 
live  on  earth.  Taking  his  hand  I  said 
to  him,  "Well,  my  brother,  what  can  I 
do  for  you '?"'  The  dying  soldier  looked 
up  into  my  face  and,  placing  his  finger 
where  his  hair  was  stained  with  blocd, 
said,   "Chaplain,    cut    a  big  lock   from 


here,  for  mother;  for  mother,  mind, 
Chaplain."  I  hesitated  to  disfigure  him 
so.  He  said,  "Don't  be  afraid, 
Chaplain,  it's  for  mother,  and  no- 
body will  see  me  in  the  dead-house  to- 
morrow. Now,  chaplain,"  said  the 
dving  man,  "I  want  you  to  kneel  down 
by  me,  and  return  thanks  to  God." 
"For  what?"  I  asked.  "For  giving  me 
such  a  mother.  O,  chaplain,  she  is  a 
good  mother;  she  taught  me  to  look  to 
Jesus ;  her  teachings  comfort  and  con- 
sole me  now.  And,  chaplain,  thank 
God  that,  by  His  grace,  I  am 
a  Christian.  Oh!  what  should  I  do 
now  if  I  Avere  not  a  Christian 
I  know  that  my  Redeemer  liveth.  I 
feel  that  his  finished  work  has  saved 
me.  And,  chaplain,  thank  God  for  giv- 
ing me  dying  grace."  I  knelt  by  the 
dying  man,  and  thanked  God  for  the 
blessings  He  had  bestowed  on  him — 
the  gift  of  a  good  mother,  a  believer's 
hope,  and  dying  grace  to  bear  testimony 
to  God's  faithfulness.
